at 9 a Clock at Night. 

HE Earl of Albemarle, General, arriving here 
Poft from Mons on Sunday Night laff the 

Garrifon of this Place marched out at three in the 

Afternoon on Monday, witha Train of Artillery of 

20 Cannon or Mortars, and 300 Waggons with 

Ammunition, We paffed the Scarpe at Vitri, the 

Moraffes of the Senfet at Sailly, and arrived at 

Day-break near the Cence de Courteboy, where we 

were joyned by the Garrifons of Lifle and Bethune, 

ad afterwards by that of “Tournay. The Dif- 
ofitions were immediately made for opening the 

Trenches before Arras, and in iefs than 3 Hours 

ter Day-light they were finifhed. The Enemy 

nad no Notice of our Approach till the Opening of 
their Gates. At 8 a Clock their Troops had all 
awn together in Arms, and immediately all the 

Grenadiers of the Garrifon made a Saily; but they 

wite vigoroufly repulfed to the Barrier of the 

‘ow; and the Chevalier de Belfuns a Collonel, 


.commanded in the Place next to the Marfhal, 
was takén Prifoner with an Officer or two. In the. 


Evening our Cannon were placed on the Batteries, 
and at Midni ht we fired fo many red-hot Bullets, 
Bombs, &c, chat at two a Clock the Magazine be- 

anto burn, and the Flames {pread fo fuddenly on 
all Sides, that before Day all was burnt to Afhes 
down to the Ground; not one Houfe of the 
Town being damaged that wecan learn, becaufe 
out Men were forbid to fire into it. . 

Hereupon the Cannon were immediately drawn 
off from the Batteries, and fent away: At ten a 
Clock the whole Detachment followed. The Earl 
of Albemarle made the Retreat in fo much good 
Order and with fo good a Difpofition for Re- 
fiftarce, that the Enemy durft not make the leaft 
Attempt on the Rear-Guard. 

By. two in the Afternoon the whole Body had 
paifed the Defilé of Sailly and Binche: This Gar- 
rifon is come in hither this Evening : The others, 
which halted at Vitry, will continue their March 
to Morrow to their refpeétive Places, as will like- 
wife the Garrifons of Aite, Menin, Courtray, Ath, 
and Audenarde, which had advanced to Fampoux 
on the: Scarpg, to cover our Retreat if there had 
been Occafion. I congratulate ye High Mighty- 
neffes with all my Heart,on the happy Succes o 
this important Enterprize, executed without Lofs, 
which next to the Bk fing of God, muft be attri- 
buted to the Conduét of the Earl of Albemarle, to 
the Zeal and Diligence of the other Generals on 
this Frontier, who were joyned by Lieutenant-Ge- 
néral Cadogan, and to the unwearied Labour of 
out Troops. 

The Ingeniers la Grave, Moor, Meyboom, and 
Houweyler, the latter of which had been twice 
before to view the Ground, opened the Trenches 
with extraordinary Diligence ; but efpecially the 
Captain of Artillery Glabbeek , laboured with all

‘of Great Britain, for what relates to France. 
HE moft Chriftian King fhall acknowledge in 
the cleareft and ftrangeft Terms the Suc- 
ceffion to the Grown of Great Britain, . ac+ 
cording as itis limitted by Agts of Parliament 
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made during the Reign of the late King Williani 
‘the 3d of glorioas Memory, and of Her Mayjefty 
now reigging) ta the Proreftaut Line in the Houle 
of Hanover. 

The moft Chriftian King shall promife befides, 
as well for hirnfelf as for his Heits and Succeffors, 
never to acknowledge any Perfon for King or Queen 
of Great Britain, other than Her Majefty now 
reigning, and thofe Kings or Queens who fhall 


fucceed her ‘by virtue of the abovefaid Acts of — 


Parliament. 

The moft Chriftian King hall likewife oblige 
himfelf to caufe the Perfon who pretends to the a- 
forefaid Crown of Great Britain, to depart forth- 
with the Territories of France. 

The moft Chriftian King fhall promife for him- 
felf, his Heirs, and Succeffors, never to diiturb the 
faid Queen of Great Britain, Her Heirs and Suc- 
¢effors of the aforefaid Proteftant Ling, in the 
peaceable Poff:ffion of the Crown of Great Britain, 
and of all depending thereon ; as alfo neverto grant 
any Aid or Aflitance, direGly or rey by 
Sea or Land, in Money, Arms, Ammunition, Ships, 
Mariners, Soldiers, or otherwi'e, to any Perfon or 
Perfons, who hereafter would attempt under any 
Pretext or any Caule whatever to oppofe the afore. 
faid Succeffion, or to favour thofe who fhould op- 
it, dirett!y or indireétly by open War, or by 

jomenting Seditions and Confpiracies againft fuch 
Prince or Princefs who fhall be on the Throne of 
Great Britain by virtue of the aforementioned Acts, 
or againft Her or Him on whom the Succeffion to 
the Crown of Great Britain fhall devolve conform- 
ably to the aforefaid Acts. | 

The Plenipotentiaries of France fhall forthwith 
enter into Negociation with thole of Great-Britain, 
to make a Treaty of Commerce between the two 

Kingdoms. 

he Mott Chriftian King fhall caufe all the For- 
tifications of Dunkirk to be demolifhed, as alfo 
that Port to be filled up, andthe Sluices which ferve 
to cleanfe it to be deftroyed; the whole at his Ex- 
pence, and within two Months after the Signing of 
the Peace : And his faid Majefty Shall likewife be 
obliged never to caufe the faid Fortifications, Port, 
or Sluices to be repaired. 


His Moit Chriftian Majefty fhall remit to Her” 


Majefty the Queen of Great-Britain, the Day of 
Rasengiog the Ratifieations of the Peace to be 
made, Authentick. Acts and Formularies of Ceflion 
of the Iflands of St. Chriftopher,and of Newfound- 
land, with the Town of Placentia, and the other 
Iflands Gruate in the Sea round the fame: As 
aifo Acadia with the Town of Port-Royal, other- 
wile called dncegalo-® »yal, and fuch part of the 
{aid Country as depends thereon. 

The mot Chriftian King fhall reftore to the 
Queen and Kingdom of Great-Britain Hudfon’s- 
Bay and Straits, together with all the Countries, 
Seas, Coafts, Rivers, Places and Forts belonging 
thereto ; and thall confent that the Limits betwixt 
the faid Hudfon’s-Bay and the Poffeffions of the 
French on the Sides of the River of St. Laurence 
fhall be regulated, and the Subjects of Great-Bri- 
tain and of France Prohibited from ever paffing the 
faid Limits, or going by Land or Sea one to the 


\ other. 
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The mof Chriftian King fhall likewife caufe 
jutt and reafonable Reimburfements to be made to 
the Engiifh Hudfon's Bay Company, of all the Lof- 
fes which the faid Company has fuffered by the 
Invafion and Depredation , oa by the French in 
Time of Peace to their Colonies, Ships, Perfons, 
and Effects. 

The Subjects of France who are Inhabitants of 
Canada, and others, fhall for the Future forbear 
to hinder the reciprocal Traffick between the Sub- 
jetsof Great Britain and the Natives of the Country 
of America ; as alfo to difturb the five Indian Nati- 
ons or Cantons, or others who are under Obedience. 

Her Majetty, conformably to Her Alliances, in- 
fifts, that the moft Chriftian King fhall caufe juft 
and reafonable Satisfaction to be given to all and e- 
very one of the high Allies upon what they de- 
mand of France. 

Although it be found convenient that every one 
of the High Allies fhould make their own particu- 


lar Demands, yet becaufe the Minifters of his E. 


lectoral Highnefs of Hanover are not ye 
and for other Confiderations, Het Majoty’s Plea’ 
potentiaries infift that France fhall own the Ble&o- 
ral Dignity of his faid Highnefs; with all the 
Rights and Prerogatives thereto appertaining: 

Her Majetty the Queen referves to the Allies 
whole Minifters could not yet come to the Gon- 
<= the Privilege of delivering in hereafter their 

retentions and Demands, which fhall be received 
and confidered in the fame manner as if they were 
it being Her Majeity’s Intention 
that the fame regard fhould 

The Queen demands likewife that the better 
to preferve Tranquility in the Empire the Claufé 
added to the four Article ofthe Treaty of Refwick 
fhall be abolifhed, and that France fhall not in an 
manner oppofe the fettling of all Affairs of Re- 
higinn inthe Empire conformably to the Treaties of 

eftphalia. 

What Her Majefty thinks Herfelf obliged to 
Demand in favour of the Reformed Proteftants of 
France, of thofe who are in or condemned to the 
Gallies, detained in Prifonsor other Places, or are 
Refugees, fhall be explained in the Courfe of the 
Negociation, in concert with thofe of the Allies 
ha concern them {e.ves thercin.

have right to claim. 


Uirecht, March 8. Yefterday Morning a Confe- 
rence was held at the Town-Houfe of the Minifters 
of the Allies, but nothing material was offered by 
any of them, they being willing before they enter 
upon any new Bufinefs to wait the Event of the 
general Conference to be held to Morrow, at 
which ’tis expected the French Plenipotentiaries 
will fo far explain themfelves that it may be feen 
in what manner the Negociations are to be carried 
on, and whether they are willing to proceed with- 
out firlt cemmunicating the Demands of the Allies 
to their Court, which 'tis {carce believed they will 
undertake to do. The People in thefe Parts who 
feemed fcandalized that the French fhould in their 
firlt offer fo little, are now well per- 
{waded that the Allies have made their Demands ex- 
tenfive enongh, and ’tis not doubted but the Union 
they have fhewn among themfelves by the general 
Claufe for ey each others Demands, will 
have a good Effe&.
